WASHINGTON (AP) - Israeli 
Prime Minister Menahem Begin, 
arriving here for talks with Presi­ 
dent Carter, is carrying a secret 
“ complete Mideast peace plan 
designed to serve as a basis for 
negotiations with the Arab states 
Carter, convinced by the State 
Department and key advisers that a 
settlement depends on setting up a 
Palestinian homeland, is said to have 
hopes that the document reflects a 
softening of Begin s determination to 
retain control of the West Bank of 
the Jordan River and Gaza. 
Begin was to arrive here today to 
open talks with the President. 
Approved unanimously by the 
Israeli cabinet in advance of the 63- 
year-old onetime guerrilla leader s 
trip, the contents so far have been 
leak-proof — a remarkable develop­ 
ment in a close-knit country that 
thrives on rumor and “ inside 
information ” 
There is speculation that the plan 
reflects the views of Foreign 
M inister Moshe Dayan, a key 
strategist in the new government, 
who would estab lish a sem i- 
au to n o m o u s

ministration on the West Bank and in 


Gaza under a continued Israeli 
security presence 
Carter, who holds the first of three 
scheduled sessions with Begin on 
Tuesday, has given evidence of some 
conciliation of his own. Having 
shaken the Israelis by endorsing a 
Palestinian homeland, he now says 
unequivocally it should not be an in­ 
dependent state - which Begin says 
would place Israel in “ m ortal 
danger.” 
Carter offered the reassurance at 
a news conference last week, along 
with a disavowal of any intention of 
imposing terms on Israel. The new 
government in Jerusalem, like its 
predecessors, is sensitive to U.S. 
pressures, believing meanwhile that 
the only settlement the Arabs might 
keep is one they negotiated directly 
with Israel. 
Begin, a hard-liner both militarily 
and philosophically, has described 
the West Bank and Gaza as "the in­ 
alienable legacy of our forefathers 
There is considerable doubt he is 
prepared to relinquish what is de­ 
scribed in Ezekiel as "the Land of 
Israel” and he and other militants 
still refer to the areas by the ancient 
names of Judea and Samaria

Carter seeks overhaul of labor laws

WASHINGTON (AP) - President 
Carter today asked Congress to 
overhaul laws governing labor- 
m anagem ent relations to give 
workers "a fair chance" to decide 
whether they want union representa­ 
tion and to strengthen enforcement 
action against violators 
In a message to Congress Carter 
said his proposals will make the laws 
work more efficiently, quickly and 
equitably. 


The changes are needed, the Presi­ 
dent said, because some employers 
and unions "have unfairly abused the 
procedures and practices under the 
current system. 
“ Government regulation only 
works well if it is fair, prompt and 
predictable." he said. “ Too often 
this has not been the case with the 
regulatory process that governs 
collective bargaining and labor- 
management relations 


The proposed legislation would 
make it easier for unions to organize 
new members by expanding the 
National Labor Relations Board, ex 
pediting organizing elections and 
providing stiff p e n a ltie s for 
employers who fail to comply with 
labor board decisions 
The legislation represented a com­ 
promise with the AFL-CIO, which 
has long sought the changes, but 
agreed to drop its goal to repeal state 


"right-to-work” laws 
The key elements of Carter s 
proposal include: 
—Strict deadlines, ranging from 15 
to 75 days, for scheduling a union 
c e r t i f i c a t i o n e le c tio n a f t e r 
authorization cards have been 
signed, thus eliminating the long 
delays that unions charge have 
hampered organizing efforts 
- Payment of doubleback wages to 
employes illegally fired for engaging 


in union activities, 
—Denying federal contracts to 
e m p lo y e rs who willfully and 
repeatedly violate labor laws 
-Expand the NLRB from five to 
seven members and permit two 
members, rather than the full board, 
to decide routine cases 
—Increase compensation, based on 
industry averages, for workers 
whose employers refuse to negotiate 
with a legitimate bargaining unit. 


Alaskan oil terminal in Long Beach may be rejected 
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LOS ANGELES (AP) - State Air 
Resources Board Chairman Tom 
Quinn says the board will probably 
reject the proposed Alaska oil ter­ 
minal in Long Beach 
Quinn’s statement came after 
what he called "frightening new 
evidence,” which suggested that ap- 


proval of the proposed Standard oil 
of Ohio project could deprive Califor­ 
nia of expected natural gas from 
Mexico and Canada. 
As proposed, crude oil would be 
transported by tanker to Long Beach 
from Valdez, Alaska and then sent by 
pipeline to Midland, Texas for re 


fining and marketing to the Midwest 
Sohio also has proposed the use of an 
idle El Paso Natural Gas Co. 
pipeline to transport the oil to the 
Gulf Coast 
During a hearing held Saturday, 
spokesmen for the California Energy 
Commission and the Public Utilities 


Commission testified that if the com­ 
pany were to take over the pipeline, 
the state would be unable to receive 
new supplies of natural gas expected 
from Mexico and Canada, which 
would have used the pipeline 
"Based on what we heard today, I 
don’t see how we could approve it, 


said Quinn, during a break in the 
hearing 
Both spokesmen said if a new ter 
minai is built, Sohio should construct 
a new pipeline. But Quinn said he 
would urge rejection of the terminal 
unless Sohio agreed to build the new 
pipeline.

The mercury hit 112 in Rapid City, S D , on Sunday 
while Miami relaxed wth a high of 84 and Tampa had 83 
Sunday’s high in Minot, N.D., was 105, a record for the 
date, while Bismarck, N.D., reported 103 


New York City, blacked out for 25 hours last week by a 
power failure at the height of the heat wave found little 
relief in sight from the hot, muggy weather with 96 
degrees on Sunday and weathermen forecasting 
temperatures as high or higher this week.

Horrors of air collision recalled 
Elderly new lyw eds' marriage forged by fire 
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LOS ANGELES (AP) - There 
aren't many newlyweds at age 71, 
but if that weren’t distinction enough 
for Col. and Mrs. Albert Trumbull, 
add this: They survived the worst air 
crash in history...during their honey­ 
moon. 
“ I was wondering for a long time 
afterw ard whether or not our 
marriage would hold together,’’ ad­ 
mitted Florence Trumbull, the only 
one of several dozen Southern 
California survivors who admits the 
March 27 Tenerife airliner collision 
changed her life and is still willing to 
talk about it. 
In a phone interview from her sub­ 
urban San Diego home, Mrs. Trum­ 
bull said she and her husband were 
still getting to know each other when 
the crash occurred, which made an 
awkward period even more dif­ 
ficult. 
“ Well, there were times I didn’t 
think we’d survive following the 
crash,’’ she said. “ A tragedy like this 
shatters a couple's plans and I doubt 
if most married couples - even 
those who have been married a long 
time — can make it through 
The Trumbulls, both 71, were two 
of 65 vacationers who climbed out of 
the fiery wreckage and escaped 
death, 582 others didn’t. 
Now, more than three months 
later the couple is trying to patch up 
their tom life. 
“ I can’t begin to tell you how this 
crash has disrupted our life. We were 
married in November and had plan­ 
ned to travel all over the world for 
the next several years and get to 
know each other. Then this hap­ 
pened ” 
Both had enjoyed traveling before 
their marriage, but Mrs. Trumbull 
says she will never be able to forget 
the falling debris, the spreading 
flames and the terrified passengers 
who were either frozen to their seats 
or scrambling to get out. 
The Trumbulls were among 304 
Mediterranean-bound 
Californians 


couldn’t go with him to the hospital, 
but I pushed my way into the am­ 
bulance and hung on to his hand All I 
kept thinking was how people get 
separated during accidents like this 
and never see one another again. 
It has been a long road to recovery 
for both. Trumbull spent 55 grueling 
days in a hospital and is now 
recu p e ratin g at hom e, w hile 
Florence continues to nurse both him 
and her damaged leg back to health. 
“ The trauma didn’t hit me like it 
could have because I’ve been con­ 
centrating on Al,” she said. “ But I 
didn’t think I’d survive it all. It was 
really hard at first. He has been in 
such agony.” 
Trumbull suffered serious bums on 
one arm in addition to six broken 
ribs. The couple plans to file a $5,000 
lawsuit against Pan Am for medical 
expenses and physical and emotional 
injury.

aboard the Pan Am 747 when it 
collided with a KLM airliner on the 
runway of Tenerife’s Los Rodeos 
Airport. 
“ My only thought was to get out of 
there I told Al to follow me,” Mrs. 
Trumbull explained, “ There was an 
exit two rows behind us. ” 
With flames leaping in every direc­ 
tion and twisted metal laying in her 
escape path, she managed to scram­ 
ble through a huge hole and out to the 
wing, where she leaped 40 feet to the 
ground, 
She crushed her right leg in the 
jump but managed to hobble to a 


nearby grassy area. It was then that 
she realized her husband had not 
followed 
* 
“ I wanted to go get him, but a 
crew member said I’d never make it 
and went back himself So I sat there 
on the grass and prayed harder 
than I ever have before.” 
Her husband, a retired army 
colonel, eventually emerged from 
the plane’s smokey remains 
“ His face was covered with blood 
and he was badly burned,” Mrs 
Trumbull said. “ Then the thought 
crossed my mind that 1 might lose 
him. The doctors kept telling me I 


“ I had thought the marriage was 
going to break up because the strain 
was so severe,” Mrs. Trumbull con­ 
fessed 
“ When this happened we 
didn’t know what to expect of each 
other...and to have made so many 
plans and then almost lose one 
another this way. 
“ But we have a lifetime in back of 
both of us and certainly there’s more 
motivation to live now. We had 
signed up for a group package and 
there were 14 of us from the San 
Diego area. But only four of us made 
it. We were lucky. The couple we 
were with didn’t even make It.” 
However, after having traveled all 
over the world, including the South 
Pacific, South America. Europe and 
Russia, Mrs. Trumbull says the 
crash hasn’t changed their minds 
about flying again. 
“ Both Al and I have practically 
grown up around planes. Maybe 
when we hear the roar of a jet, we 
might flash back to what happened at 
Tenerife. But at our age. why should 
we stop flying?”

Millionairess' death probed 
LOS ANGELES (AP) — A nine-member coroner’s jury 
was expected to decide today whether the death of Sandra 
Ilene West, the Beverly Hills millionairess who was 
buried in her favorite Ferrari, was a suicide, an accident, 
or a homicide.

Mrs. West, who left the bulk of her $2 85 million estate 
to her brother-in-law, Sol West 111, 38. of Comfort, Texas, 
was buried May 19 in San Antonio.

Drought-stricken 
lareas hit by fire

Fires burned out of control in 
Utah's Ashley National Forest to­ 
ddy, including a wind-whipped 1.200- 
aore blaze that claimed the lives of 
thi^e fire fighters. Other fires 
devastated thousands of drought- 
stricken acres in Montana and 
Wyoming 
The federal government's Boise 
Interagency Fire Center was to send 
a crew of 20 firefighters into the 
Jackson Hole area of Wyoming near 
the Idaho border today. A fire there 
has burned more than 40 acres in an 
area hard hit by forest fires earlier 
this vear. 
The three firefighters died Satur­ 
day when winds suddenly changed 
direction and fanned flames over a 
smaller area already burning, said a 
forest service spokeman. They tried 
to run through the wall of fire. but. 
“They were trapped on the line and 
couldn't outrun the fire.’ 
the 


spokesman said. 
About 280 ground firemen were 
aided by bulldozers, five helicopters 
and five bombers dropping fire 
retardant. 
Three other fires were being 
fought in the same forest, including 
one in Timber Canyon contained 
Saturday night but still burning in 
spots early today. Another burned in 
heavy timber 10 miles north of Han­ 
na, and a third was on Horse Ridge 
30 miles southwest of Duchesne. 
Another 600-acre fire was re­ 
ported on rangeland northeast of 
Nephi in central Utah and was 
threatening forests on Mt. Nebo. 
A break in the weather aided 
weary crews battling a 1 400aere 
forest fire above Pattee Canyon just 
southeast of Missoula in western 
Montana. The crews hoped to have 
lines completely around the blaze 
sometime today 
The fire that broke out in grass at 


the bottom of the canyon Saturday 
afternoon shot up the canyon, 
destroying five homes, one garage 
and several vehicles. No injuries 
were reported 
S e v e r a l 
hundred 
p e r so n s 
evacuated from their homes were 
allowed to return after the fire 
moved above the canyon into heavy 
but uninhabited timber. 


A spokesman for the Montana 
Forestry Division said about 180 men 
remained on the lines overnight, 
down from a high of 400 during the 
height of the blaze. 


The cause of the fire was not 
known immediately, but there was 
no lightning in the region when the 
flames first erupted. 
Gov Thomas Judge, who declared 
Pattee Canyon a disaster area allow­ 
ing for use of National Guard troops 
and equipment and federal disaster 
aid. toured the area on Sunday

Shootout between 
police wounds two

SAN DIEGO (AP) - Two Tijuana 
policemen were in serious condition 
after a border shootout with under­ 
cover San Diego policemen when the 
Mexican officers apparently crossed 
the border and tried to shake down 
the Americans, authorities said 
Police said Sunday that both 
Tijuana officers received serious 
wounds in the shootout late Satur­ 
day. with one of the Mexicans mak­ 
ing it back across the border and the 
other booked for investigation of at­ 
tempted murder in a San Diego 
hospital. 
Two U.S. officers wounded in the 
incident were treated and released 
San Diego Police Department of­ 
ficials explained the incident this 
wav: 
The U S officers, part of the police 
department’s border task force, 
were on the U.S. side of the border 
talking to a pair of Mexican nationals 
who were standing on the Mexican 
side when the two Tijuana police­ 
men drove up 
The Tijuana officers arrested the 
Mexican nationals and ordered the 
U S officers to come toward them 
The officers refused, and one of the 
Mexican policemen “ pointed his 
revolver at them and stated that ll 
they would not return he would kill 
them,” said Sgt. A1 Guerin. 
The San Diego policemen thought 
it might be a shakedown and shouted 
that they had no money, said Inspec­ 
tor Wayne Burkett. 
“That's the usual thing.” Burkett 


said “They (Tijuana policemen) are 
there to rob aliens trying to get into 
the U.S.” 
The U.S. officers then hid in the 
bushes, prompting the Mexican 
policemen to cross the border. The 
officers identified themselves as 
members of the San Diego Police 
Department and the Mexican started 
firing. Sgt. Guerin said. 
A shootout ensued and both 
Tijuana policemen were wounded. In 
custody was Jesus Bautista Her­ 
nandez, 40 In serious condition in a 
Tijuana hospital was Pedro Ibarra 
Espindola, authorities said. 
U.S. authorities said aliens have 
told them of being attacked by 
Tijuana auxiliary officers while 
crossing the border, though this was 
the first skirmish involving San 
Diego police officers. 
The incident follows by less than 
two weeks the firing of several dozen 
Tijuana police officers by Chief An­ 
tonio Escobedo Gomez, who began 
the shakeup after Mayor Marquez 
Arce was accosted by Mexican of­ 
ficers when he posed as an illegal 
alien. 
It is not known how many illegal 
aliens sneak into the U S across the 
84-mile border near San Diego, but 
27.882 aliens were arrested in the 
area in June alone. San Diego I*olice 
Department's border task forte, 
many of whose officers speak 
Spanish and work undercover, was 
designed to augment the U.S. Border 
Patrol in monitoring the area.

Dirty motor oil target in energy conservation

Today is Monday, July 18th, the 199th day of 1977.

NEW YORK (AP) — Instead of going up in smoke or 
down the drain, your car’s dirty motor oil soon might be 
“ rerefined” through an environmentally safe process 
which will help conserve dwindling reserves of crude oil. 
“ We think, based on limited economic studies, that we 
can make good quality lubricating oil from used oil at a 
better price than with virgin oil,” said C. J. Thompson, a 
chemist at the Energy Research and Development Ad­ 
ministration’s research center in Bartlesville, Okla. 
The crude oil eventually saved by the process could run 
more than one million autos or heat 650,000 homes each 
year, he said 
For years, used motor oil has been collected and 
rerefined. But the process produced an acidic sludge 
which fouled waters and killed fish near the plants. 
Thompson said. Protests helped reduce the number of 
rerefining firms from 150 several years ago to about 30 to­ 
day. 
Other factors in the dramatic decrease in rerefining, 
according to a spokesman for the Association of 
Petroleum Re-Refiners in Washington, were economic 
and legal 
“ A lot of rerefiners’ raw material is being burned as 
fuel, and that is wasteful of a vital resource and puts lead 
in the atmosphere at excessive levels,” said Duane 
Ekedahl. 
In addition, Ekedahl said, changes in tax laws and a re­ 
quirement that rerefined oil be clearly labeled as such 
hurt the industry. So more and more used motor oil is 
dumped or is used to heat institutions such as schools or 
hospitals. 
Industry officials say this is wasteful because for every 
gallon of dirty oil that is not rerefined into lubricating oil, 
a gallon of crude oil must be drastically and expensively 
refined The refining process for motor oil uses more 
crude and more energy than the process that produces 
heating oil. 
According to federal figures, only about 8 per cent of 
used motor oil is rerefined. About 43 per cent is burned, 18 
per cent is used to "wet down” dusty country roads and 
most of the other 31 per cent is either poured down storm 
sewers or dumped on land. 


“ The stuff is being scattered all over the countryside.” 
Thompson said. 
But he and his coworkers believe that as much as 30 per 
cent of the used oil eventually can be reprocessed and 
used as replacement oil in vehicles. Within 10 years, one 
billion gallons of lubricating oil a year could be produced 
through rerefining, Thompson said. 
Rerefined oil now can be bought by the consumer tor 25- 
to 35-cents per quart. Thompson estimates that the cost of 
oil produced bv the new process will fall somewhere be­ 
tween 35 cents*per quart and the cost of virgin oil. which 
ranges from about 60 cents per quart to over $1. 
The new process involves heating the used oil to remove 
some of the water and other liquid impurities. A non- 
acidic solvent which uses alcohol and other substances 
removes the other impurities. The result is then sub­ 
jected to conventional lubricating oil steps such as dis­ 
tillation, color and odor improvement and inclusion of ad­ 
ditives. 
Thompson said researchers have been working on the 
process for five years. 
The product is being tested in a two-year program at 
Iowa State University. About two dozen state vehicles are 
using conventional motor oil, the rest are using rerefined 
oil. 
Preliminary results from the first 10 months of the test 
show that rerefined oil works as well as, if not better 
than, conventional oil in auto and truck engines, 
Thompson said. 
By 1980. ERDA hopes to construct a demonstration 
plant to test the new system on a large scale. Thompson 
said, but he already is virtually certain that the process 
will be successful. 
“ We are making a quality engine oil, and we re doing it 
significantly cheaper (than with virgin oil),” he said “ 1 
believe the industry will be turned around in a few 
years.” 
Ekedahl said the rerefining industry supports ERDA's 
work 
“ We are very, very positive about the work that has 
been done generally by that lab,” he said. “They have 
been one of the most knowledgeable government labs ” 


Large oil firms say they support anything that will 
stretch reserves of crude oil. But firms contacted in a 
spot survey said they have no operations of their own 
dedicated to rerefining of motor oil. 
Gulf Oil Corp., however, filters used motor oil from its 
delivery trucks and mixes it on a 1 to 20 basis with diesel 
fuel In addition to stretching fuel, company officiate said, 
the new mix emits a cleaner exhaust. 


Atlantic Richfield Co. recently announced develop­ 
ment of a pitch-black motor oil fortified with graphite It, 
too, results in a moderate improvement in gasoline 
mileage.

MOSCOW (A P) — Yuri Zhukov thump» his desk for em­ 
phasis waves books and statistics at the television 
rameras. waggles a warning finger at “ im perialists and 
tells his listeners to be proud of the Soviet Union 
Portly and silver-haired, the 60-year-old Zhukov is in his 
sixth year as the most popular political commentator on 
Soviet television 
. 
__ 
In fast-paced. 45-minute sessions, spiced with humor, 
he rails at the Soviet Union’s enemies and preaches 


com munism to m illions of citizens. 
Some 120,000 viewers help him out each year by sending 
in their own opinions on international affairs. 
Often the letters are saltier than Zhukov s own com­ 
mentaries; one w riter Zhukov quoted on the air said he 
was eager to “ spit in the face” of announcers on the Voice 
of America and other radio stations that broadcast 
“ slander” about the Soviet Union 
Others use the anonymity of the mails to raise issues 
they might be shy about raising with a Communist party 
official or lecturer in their own town 
. 
“ I think this kind of a program is a form of Socialist de­ 


m ocracy,” Zhukov said in an interview at the Communist 
party daily newspaper Pravda, where he and his staff 
work. 
“ It’s the voice of the people, and we don t mind having 
arguments with our viewers, 
he said. 
None of the letters Zhukov quotes question the founda­ 
tions of Soviet society, however. 


Zhukov s program was initially opposed by Soviet 
television producers, who thought a man sitting at a desk 
and talking for 45 minutes would bore viewers, but 
Zhukov’s peppery commentaries seem to be lim ited in 
their appeal only by the star's busy travel schedule, which 
often makes him miss programs He appeared every two 
weeks for much of last year, has had only two programs 
so far this year but hopes to be back on a more regular 
schedule again soon. 


The key to his success seems to be the letters from 
viewers he waves as he takes up every new subject, often 
citing the names of listeners who have asked him ques­ 
tions. 


“ Comrade Serkin from the village of Topolevko read in 
the papers that the national debt erf the United States is in 
the hundreds of billions of dollars and he asks how such a 
rich country could run up such debts,” Zhukov reported in 
a recent broadcast. 
“ Well, that's what happens. Comrade Serkin, when tha 
rich country every year increases its m ilitary budget 
without any real need ” 
Like a schoolmaster, when he presents statistics he 
often advises his viewers to “ take your pencils and write 
down these figures - they may be useful 
Zhukov, a former Paris correspondent for Pravda. gets 
his information about the world from F^nch 
American publications his Soviet Foreign 
tacts and from the Communist party s Central Commit­ 
tee He is an alternate member of the committee and can 
attend all its meetings 
. . 
k. 
He insists that no one tells him what to put in his 
program — but also acknowledges that he presents on y 
the Communist party’s line 
Zhukov ad mists to a salary equivalent to 69.500 a year 


In addition to preparing television P^Kram s he writes 
international commentaries for Pravda, holds a seatm 
the Soviet parliament, belongs to several political 
organizations, represents the Soviet Un.on on tril» 
overseas and corresponds personally with a number of his 


viewers. 


Zhukov started his working life as a steamboat 
mechanic in the 1920s and became a journalist and 
propagandist at construction sites in the 1930s. Thejheme 
of the propaganda was the need to overtake the West. 
Zhukov recalls that “ in the West they laughed at us and 
didn’t believe us. But we just kept working ’ 
He helped edit Komsomolskaya Pravda, the Com­ 
munist Youth League newspaper, from an embattled 
Moscow headquarters during World ^ ar II. 


He joined Pravda in 1946 and became an international 
commentator in 1962 
His popularity has continued to grow since the program 
began Zhukov said he tries to stay close to his listeners 
by at least glancing at every letter he gets.

NEW YORK (UPI) — Stocks struggled irregularly 
higher Monday in moderate trading. 


Investors were weighing second quarter earnings re­ 
ports, many of which were stronger than expected. 
Observers said Wall Street was trying to gauge future 
performances. 


Some investors were encouraged by economic reports 
last week that showed industrial production rose 0.7 per 
cent last month and that retail sales jumped 1.1 per cent 
last week. 
Advances led declines, 695 to 404, among the 1.615 issues 
crossing the tape in the early going. The 516 unchanged is­ 
sues reflected some investor uncertainty. 


The Dow Jones industrial average, operating with a 
0.95point handicap because two of its 30 stocks were 
trading minus their dividend value, was off 0 28 point o 
905.67 shortly before noon EDT. It gained 2.96 points Fri­ 
day, but lost 2 04 points overall last week. 
New York Stock Exchange volume at the two-hour 
mark amounted to about 10,000,000 shares, compared with 
13,660.000 traded during the same period Friday. 
Consolidated Edison, which lost IV* Friay as a result of 
New York’s blackout last week, was the most active 
NYSElisted issue, off 1^. Investors are worried the 
utility will face considerable ligitation over the power 
failure. 
RCA was the second most active NYSE-listed issue, up 
*4 to 31 after the company reported its second-quarter 
earnings rose to 90 cents a share from 72 cents a year ago. 
IBM was ahead 4% on the NYSE and 1% on the com­ 
posite tape in response to its report last week of higher 
secondquarter earnings. Also, IBM officials said the com­ 
pany would make periodic purchases of the firm ’s own 
stock The term s of the authorization put a limitation of 
$700 million or 2,500,000 shares, whichever was less. 
Georgia-Pacific was the third most acive issue, un­ 
changed at 29 in trading that included a block of 98.600 
shares at 29, 
Teledyne, which plunged 8*^ Friday, was ahead *t. The 
company reported lower earnings last week 
International Minerals & Chemical was ahead 1%. The 
firm was mentioned favorably in Barron’s, the financial 
weekly magazine. 
Lockheed, whose shipbuilding unit recently was cited 
for overbilling the government for 73 million tons of steel, 
was off 
after a later federal agency report said the 
company actually overcharged for 117.4 million tons. 
Prices were higher in active trading of American Stock 
Exchange issues. Pittway was off l^i following published 
report that said analysts were uncertain about the com­ 
pany’s earnings outlook because sales of smoke detectors, 
which Pittway sells, appear to be leveling off.

LOS ANGELES (AP) - 
Black economic progress 
has stalled and the nation's 
largest minority group is 
slipping backwards, says 
an i n f l u e n t i a l b la c k 
businessman whose own 
company is prospering. 
Ivan Houston, 52-year- 
old president of Golden 
State Mutual Life In­ 
surance Co., says gains 
made by blacks after the 
social unrest of the late 
1960s have largely disap­ 
peared under the twin 
pressures of economic in­ 
stability 
and dwindling 
government support. He 
cites some depressingly 
familiar statistics to back 
up his assessment: 
—Unemployment among 
blacks is at least twice and 
possibly three times the 
national average of seven 
p e r c e n t ; 
fo r b la c k 
teenagers it may be as high 
as 50 per cent. 
—The average income of 
a black family in 1975 was 
just under $9.000 For a 
white family it was $15 000 
—The “poverty line’’ for 
an urban family of four is 
now $4,800 in annual in­ 
come. More than 31 per 


cent of the nation’s 25 
million blacks are below 
the line, and that percen­ 
tage has been increasing. 
What happened to “black 
c a p i t a l i s m ” a n d t h e 
aggressive minority hiring 
programs that promised so 
m u c h ? H o u s t o n s a y s 
reality caught up with 
both. 
“ AH 
b l a c k - o w n e d 
b u s in e s s e s a r e s m a ll 
businesses, usually they’re 
undercapitalized and most 
of the time they don’t have 
the management expertise 
older com panies have,” 
Houston said in an inter­ 
view “ Many corporations 
lost money in the recent 
recession, but those that 
were marginal just went 
right out of business. And 
we do find that the govern­ 
ment is withdrawing more 
and more. They’re not put­ 
ting as much money into 
s u p p o r t i n g 
m i n o r i t y 
business ” 
As far as hiring and 
promoting blacks, Houston 
says those working for 
m ajor corporations are 
mostly “ hanging in there 
with job titles like vice 
president in charge of 
m i n o r i t y a f f a i r s , or 


m a n a g e r of s p e c i a l 
m arkets, or director of 
urban affairs. You’d have 
to look long and far to find 
a black executive in a 
power position like vice 
president of m anufac­ 
turing.’’ 
Houston h im s e lf 
is 
definitely in a "pow er 
position." Golden State 
Mutual, founded in 1935. is 
the largest black-owned in­ 
surance company in the 
West and second largest of 
its kind in the country, with 
assets of $65 million and 
m ore than $1.8 billion 
worth of insurance in 
force. 
Ebony m agazine 
recently named him to Its 
list of the 100 most influen­ 
tial black Americans and 
Houston serves on dozens 
of corporate and com ­ 
munity service boards. 
Despite his som ewhat 
bleak appraisal of black 
e c o n o m i c 
p r o g r e s s , 
Houston nonetheless is an 
optimist who sees educa­ 
tion as the key to minority 
advancement To further 
that goal, his company in 
1974 founded the Golden 
State Minority Foundation 
to p r o v i d e b u s i n e s » 
scholarships to minority 


students. 
Houston thinks helping 
minority students to get 
business degrees will not 
only aid them in rising 
within m ajor corporations 
but also give them the ex­ 
pertise to build their own 
companies. 
"S o m any Am erican 
corporations were started 
by guys who learned all 
they could from IBM or 
GM or whoever and said, 
‘Heck, I can do that bet­ 
ter,’ and then went out and 
started a company," he 
said. 
“That’s something 
blacks have not been able 
to do — except in the late 
‘60s. T hat’s what w e’re 
really trying to accomplish 
with the foundation — get 
some money so blacks and 
other minorities can get a 
re a lly solid b u sin e ss 
education.’’ 
Black-owned businesses 
that have been successful 
generally fall into two 
broad categories, Houston 
says, financial Institutions 
and c o m p a n i e s lik e 
M o to w n R e c o r d s or 
Johnson 
P u b lic a tio n s 
(Ebony, Jet) that aim 
primarily at the black con­ 
sumer 


“ The bulk of them have 
been the insurance com­ 
panies, the banks and the 
savings and loans," he 
said. “ And all of us, in­ 
surance companies, banks, 
savings and loans, are 
regulated, which means 
we re always subject to 
state or other governmen­ 
tal audits. That’s probably 
helped — you can’t go off 
the deep end because the 
regulators won’t let you ” 
Another factor — you 
couldn't call it an advan­ 
tage — In GSM’s success 
has been a certain lack of 
competition, says Houston, 
who has been with the com­ 
pany for 30 years. 
“ We were formed at a 
time when blacks really 
couldn’t work for other in­ 
surance companies and 
sometimes the other in­ 
s u r a n c e 
c o m p a n i e s 
w o u l d n 't w r i t e you, 
wouldn't insure you,” he 
recalls. “ If you wanted in­ 
surance or you wanted to 
work for an insurance com­ 
pany, you had to go to a 
black insurance c o m ­ 
pany ’’ 
Like other black in­ 
surance companies, GSM 
specializes in a type of life 


insurance generally shun- 
ned by the majors. It’s Z 
called " h o m e service 
insurance" because the 
agent not only visits the 
home to sell the policy but 
returns each month to 
collect the premiums. Al- I 
though it has higher lapse 
and delinquency ra te s, 
home service and other 
types of insurance still -* 
provide the average GSM ** 
agent with $1,000 a month 
in income. 
GSM now operates in * 
California, Texas, Illinois. 
Michigan and Louisiana, 
leaving “a lot erf territory 
that we re not servicing 
and which we think we , 
may have a good oppor­ 
tunity to service," says T 
Houston. He plans to ex­ 
p a n d 
G S M ’s 
d i r e c t 
marketing operations and 
I 
move aggressively into the 
South, traditionally the 
biggest market for home 
service insurance. 
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LOS ANGELES (AP) - 
If you think your electric 
or water or telephone rates 
are too high, what can you 
do about it? Not much, 
because the agencies that 
set utility rates go through 
weeks of hearings and piles 
of e v i d e n c e in t h e i r 
deliberations, a process 
that essentially excludes 
the average customer 
“The interests of small 
utility consumers aren t 
represented with as much 
expertise and attention as 
the interests of larger con­ 
sum ers,” says Joanne Mc- 
Nabb, an analyst with the 
legislative unit of the state 
Department of Consumer 
Affairs. “ Big business can 
to have experts 
representing them at rate- 
making hearings, and 
while the r e s i d e n ti a l 
customer is entitled to ap­ 
pear, the complexity and 
length of the hearings 
make it impossible for him 
to r e p r e s e n t h im self 
adequately.”

Letelier’s widow and his coworkers say the money 
came from the funds of the Chilean Socialist party, 
collected in Europe They added that Mrs. hernandez is 
the party’s treasurer, handling money through Havana 
for convenience. 
Rep Larry McDonald. D-Ga , and others claim Mrs. 
Fernandez is married to the No. 2 man in the ( uban in­ 
telligence agency. They contend she could not have sent 
money to Letelier without the Cuban government s 
acquiesence or outright approval. 
“None of that is true,” says Ralph Stavins, a Letelier 
coworker, of allegations that Mrs. Fernandez is married 
to a Cuban intelligence official 
Efforts to confirm or deny the role of Mrs. Fernandez 
husband in the Cuban government were not successful at 
the State Department, CIA and other Washington sources 
“The documents show that Letelier served as a Soviet 
agent serving under the direeion of the ( uban IX»I (Di­ 
rectorate of General Intelligence),” M( Itonald said in a 
statement printed in the Congressional Record. 
Letelier gave speeches and lobbied in this country and 
abroad to bring pressure on the Chilean junta.

Stavins suggested the letter from Mrs. F emandez may 
not have been in the briefcase, that it may have been ob­ 
tained by other means by law enforcement officials or by 
right-wing extremists. 
“About three weeks before the bombing, Orlando told 
one of his colleagues that it was missing from his file and 
that his enemies would like to have it,” Stavins said. 
A carbon copy of another letter in the briefcase, from 
letelier to Mrs. Fernandez, discusses his activities to this 
country, particularly an organization he helped establish 
to concentrate on human rights violations by the ( hilean 
junta 
“The purpose is to mobilize “liberals' and those persons 
who, even if they are not identified with us from an 
ideological point of view, they are, at least, in relation to 
human rights,” Letelier wrote in the letter to Mrs. Fer­ 
nandez 
He added 
“1 believe, taking into consideration the 
nature of the ‘sponsors' and the front that this committee 
is taking care of in the United States, it is preferable that 
information about it not be spread from Havana, because 
you know how these ‘liberals' are It is possible that some 
of the legislators who are patronizing us could be afraid of 
being related to Cuba, etc., and eventually drop their sup 
port of the committee, which at the present time is very 
important.” 
Again, his supporters say the letter shows dedication to 
his work. 
“ He wanted to work with everyone who wanted to cut 
off funds to Chile,” Stavins said 
But McDonald and others say the letter shows 
calculated efforts to mislead Congress and the public 
“The cynical manipulation of liberals by the Com­ 
munists is not new, but this shockingly frank statement 
by LeteUcr should certainly shock those who have been 
sucked in by his schemes,” McDonald said in a statement 
printed in the Congressional Record 
Accuracy in Media, a group which says its goal is to 
promote accurate and fair reporting, ’ has taken a leading 
role in efforts to publicize the Letelier letters and in 
criticizing the news media for what it calls a cover-up of 
the documents 
AIM’s criticisms have frequently focused on what it has 
called the leftist bias of the media 
AIM s campaign has included talking to news ex­ 
ecutives, running newspaper ads, issuing statements and 
attending stockholders meetings of various media com­ 
panies In particular, AIM and its leader, Reed Irvine, 
have been contending with the Washington Post and the 
New York Times about the Letelier documents.

From there, two small 
ponds and a waterway 
were constructed at the 
site. 
The idea is to mix 100 
degree-pkis water from the 
cooling ponds with colder 
water to bring it down to 


the 83 degree habitat for 
the shrimp. 
The creatures, known as 
Ma l a y s i a n 
S h r i mp , 
naturally spend part of 
their lives in salt water and 
part in fresh water. In the 
project they are hatched in 
the laboratory and moved 
to salt water for a short 
time, then moved into the 
fresh ponds. They will be 
fed brine shrimp at first, 
then other things like cat­ 
fish chow or other pro­ 
teins. 
The research funding has 
gone from the power com­ 
pany to the university. If 
the project proves succes­ 
sful as Dr. Taylor thinks it 
will, the utility may lease 
the water and land to a 
contractor who would in 
turn raise and sell the 
prawns. 
“Sierra Pcific made it 
clear it doesn’t want to get 
into the shrimp business, 
so I would think this could, 
be a good opportunity for 
someone.” he said.

More cases of gonorrhea and 
syphilis w ere reported in Los 
Angeles County in 1976 than all other 
reportable diseases combined, ac­ 
cording to county health officials. 
“This is the 17th year these two 
diseases have headed the list.” said 
Dr John Putnam, chief physician at 
the Pomona Health Center. 
In 1976. there were 45.446 reported 
cases of gonorrhea in the county, 
compared to 15.716 in 1965 and 41.748 
in 1975 Reported syphilis cases, all 
stages, were 6,103 in 1976 , 7,060 in 
1975 and 5.617 in 1965 
“ R eportable d isea ses include 
m easles, mumps, rubella, strep 
throat, chicken pox. hepatitis, tuber­ 
culosis, diphtheria and influenza ” 
Dr. 
Putnam added that, while 
measles and some other diseases are 
now preventable with vaccines, 
venereal diseases can not be con­ 
trolled so readily. 
The health officer believes the 
valley's statistics would be about the 
same as the rest of the county and 
added that most cases reported to 
the health center involve persons in 
their late teens or 20s and 30s 
In the Pomona Health Center dur­ 
ing March (the latest statistics 
available), 96 cases of gonorrhea 
were reported while only 10 cases of 
symphilis are recorded 
‘‘Gonorrhea isn’t a disease of tjj^ 
teen-ager,” Dr. Putnam continued 
‘ We see a lot of men and women in 
other age groups and from all socio­ 
economic levels 
While many patients seek care 
from private physicians, a number of 
people prefer to come to the health 
center because they are guaranteed 
complete anonymity 
“Teen-agers who seek help from 
us are protected and do not need 
t h e ir p a r e n t s ’ c o n s e n t fo r 
treatment.” Dr Putnam added 
“We attempt to contact all persons 
who may have been exposed to 
venereal disease by the client, but 
we never reveal the source of the 
contact,” he added. 
Dr 
Putnam said that field in­ 
vestigators do not have to chase 
down many of these con tacts, 
however 
“ We find that ‘word of mouth' is 
far more effective.” he continued 
“ When a person is being treated, 
that patient is eager to warn others 
who might have been exposed and 
these people, too, usually come in 
voluntarily for examination 
The health officer said that, con­ 
trary to public opinion, men who 
have gonorrhea may have no symp­ 
toms. These men may be carriers 
without being aware of it. 
It used to be assumed that women, 
who frequently have no symptoms, 
were the only carrier of gonorrhea. 
The diagnosis of gonorrhea is done 
by a smear in men. but a culture is 
required for an adequate diagnosis in 
women 
Blood tests are used to 
diugnose syphilis 
The 
introduction 
of 
penicillin 
therapy m 1943 has greatly aided in 
the treatment of both diseases. 
The Pomona Health Center uses 
penicillin shots in the treatment of 
gonorrhea, Dr. Putnam said 
“Some clinics use oral medication 
but we feel this treatment is not as 
effective,” continued the physician 
“The patient may not take all the 
pills 
People tend to share the 
medication if they take it home Also 
it does not appear to be as effective 
in treatment ”

“There are no recorded 
cases of anyone getting gonorrhea 
from a toilet seat 
Public health officials feel that 
public education, even in the grade 
schools, is vital in the control of the 
veneral diseases 
In a state such as West Virginia, 
where classroom 
instruction 
has 
been almost forbidden, teen-agers 
account for more than 33 per cent of 
the state total gonorrhea morbidity 
In Los Angeles County, where 
state and county support for such 
education has long been a matter of 
record, teens account for less that 20 
per cent of reported gonorrhea 
Health officials admit that, since 
manv cases are undetected or un­ 
reported 
the actual incidence of 
syphilis and gonorrhea is estimated 
to be three or four tim es greater 
than recorded 
Both diseases have serious effects 
on the entire body and can result in 
death. 
Dr. Putnam said that other dis­ 
eases and illness may also resemble 
either syphilis or gonorrhea He says 
that all persons with any discharge 
or other symptoms, as well as those 
who suspect they may have been ex­ 
posed to a veneral disease, should 
immediately see their family physi­ 
cian or visit the health center 
New hours for the VD clinic at the 
Pomona Health Center are every 
Monday and Wednesday from 1 30 to 
3 30 p.m. All examination and treat­ 
ment at the health center is free and 
confidential.

Politics invariably intrudes upon every m ajor 
government policy decision, especially those m ade 
in the White House — and President C arter’s ter­ 
mination of the B-1 bom ber program was no excep­ 
tion to that rule. 
C arter’s decision to forego production of the B-1 
was notable in that regard because there is every 
reason to believe it was principally the product of 
conclusions reached after an intensive presidential 
analvsis of substance and fact. 
But if political considerations were absent in 
dealing with the m erits of the issue, their presence 
was quite apparent in the brilliantly orchestrated 
propaganda campaign during the weeks im m ediate­ 
ly prior to the B-l announcement. 
As a result, the President’s deft handling of the B- 
1 issue had a profound effect on his love-hate 
relationship with the liberal wing of the D em ocrat­ 
ic party in two crucial respects: 
First, the stage-m anaged effort which es­ 
tablished the pre-announcement impression that 
C arter was prepared to authorize B-1 production 
earned the President invaluable credit among 
liberal D em ocrats when he finally disclosed his 
contrary position. 
Second, C arter adroitly maneuvered many of 
those sam e liberals — among the m ost strident 
critics of m ajor new Pentagon weapons system s of 
the past decade — into a position where they will be 
hard-pressed to oppose what probably will be the 
Defense D epartm ent’s most im portant weapons 
program of the next five years, the cruise missile. 
Without the month-long buildup hinting at a pro- 
B-l decision, C arter would have received little 
credit from the liberals on the grounds that he was 
m erely making good on a campaign promise. 
Instead, the President built a "straw m an,’’ then 
earned the liberals’ gratitude by destroying his own 
creation. 
He could afford that luxury because there was lit­ 
tle likelihood of a conservative backlash on the is­ 
sue. While the B-1 em erged in recent months as a 
m ajor test of public policy for liberals, conser­ 
vatives w ere transfixed by other issues such as 
abortion, gun control and the death penalty. 
But the liberal D em ocrats already have paid the 
price for C arter’s elim ination of the B-1 program . 
In those weeks just before he disclosed his decision, 
some of the m ost vocal Pentagon critics in the 
R esid en t’s party em erged in the unexpected role 
of cruise prom oters. 
Perhaps their m ost frequently cited argum ent 
against the B-1 was the fact that the cruise could 
perform virtually the sam e mission in a far m ore 
efficient, economical and sophisticated m anner 
than the controversial bomber. 
The cruise is, by all accounts, the most popular 
item of m ilitary hardw are since the advent of the 
jeep. It is a pilotless drone, less than 21 feet long 
and 21 inches in diam eter. 
Various models can be «¡quipped with conven- 
lh(, |t.wlsh , u t, he hasn , made up 
lional or nuclear warheads, have a range of up to.

2,000 miles and are directed on a pre-program med 
flight path by a highly advanced com puterized 
guidance system which can land the cruise within 
30 yards of a designated target. 
The cruise is, in Pentagon term s at least, a real 
bargain. It costs $1 million or less per copy, com ­ 
pared with $100 million or m ore for each B-1. And it 
can be launched from planes, subm arines, surface 
ships, trucks or tanks 
Therein lies its only problem If the cruise is to be 
included in any future United States-Soviet Union 
agreem ent limiting strategic delivery vehicles (a 
course this country currently is resisting) there 
must be some m eans of accurately verifying the 
num ber of operational missiles. 
, 
But the cruise is an arm s control nightm are 
because its sm all size, adaptibility and mobility 
make it very easy to hide. That scares the liberals, 
who know that SALT agreem ents are useless 
without verification capability. But it's probably 
too late for them to forsake the cruise now.

1RS corrected errors 


Dear Editor: 
The editorial "Restraint due on tax 
boys'’ in the .June 17 edition of the 
Progress Bulletin contains a basic 
erroneous assumption. 


Specifically, the editorial stated, 
"Recently the IRS admitted mis­ 
takes had been made in the 192-page 
instruction manual it issues to all 
taxpayers to assist them in filing 
their returns." 
The document referred to in that 
statement is IRS Publication 17, 
"Your Federal Income Tax." And it 
is true that it does contain errors — 
which the IRS discovered and swiftly 
corrected They resulted from the 
late passage ion Oct. 4. 1976) of the 
Tax Reform Act of 1976 and the sub­ 
sequent necessary haste by IRS to 
have the publication printed in time 


for its use during the past income tax 
filing season. 
But "Your Federal Income Tax" 
for 1977 was not issued "to all tax­ 
payers to assist them in filing their 
re tu rn s ” 
(quoting from the 
editorial). It was provided only to 
those persons who requested a copy,4 
and in each instance it contained a 
notice which corrected the errors in 
the basic document — errors which 
impacted relatively very few tax­ 
payers, as a careful comparison of 
the correct information with the 
minor errors in the publication itself 
will show. 
The important point is that the in­ 
structions which did accompany all 
federal tax return packages were 
error-free 
We with the Internal Revenue Ser­ 
vice certainly agree with you that

Carter upsets Jewish leaders 


WASHINGTON — Several influen­ 
tial Jewish leaders, troubled over 
Resident Carter’s attitude toward 
the Middle East, have compiled a 
lengthy list of grievances against his 
administration 
We have obtained a copy of the 
secret list, which contains 21 com­ 
plaints 
This list em phasizes 
Carter’s failure to provide important 
new weapons to Israel His cancella­ 
tion of the concussion bombs sale, a 
* deal that ex President Gerald Ford 
had approved, is cited 


Although Carter allowed the sale 
of $115 million worth of weapons to 
the Jewish state, he hasn't made up 
his mind whether to sell the Israelis 
an advanced aircraft targeting 
system The Jewish leaders are up­ 
set. on the other hand, over the sale 
of I! S missiles and other weapons to 
Saudi Arabia. 


They are also miffed over "private 
statements by Carter that the Arab 
leaders all desire peace and that 
Israel is less forthcoming " This is 
coupled with a complaint about 
Carter's "excessive laudation" of 
Egypt's President Anwar Sadat, Jor­ 
dan's King Hussein, Saudi Arabia s 
Crown Prince Fahd and Syria’s 
President Hafez Assad The Jewish 
leaders are "particularly" annoyed 
over the praise for Assad 
They are appalled that Carter 


shook hands with a Palestine Libera­ 
tion Organization official "at a 
United Nations reception." This 
organization still operates under a 
charter that calls for the destruction 
of Israel. 
The grievance list also cites 
"Carter leaks" on the "nonproduc­ 
tivity" of his meeting with former 
Israeli Prime Minister Yitzhak 
Rabin Some Jewish leaders are also 
angry at leaks expressing dismay 
over Prim e M inister Menahem 
Begin s victory. 
They are worried that the presi­ 
dent is trying to pressure Israel into 
a one-sided peace settlement in the 
Middle East Unlike his predeces­ 
sors, who plotted each diplomatic 
step in utmost secrecy, Carter has 
speculated out loud about the possi­ 
ble dimensions of a Mideast settle­ 
ment. 


Jewish leaders suspect that his 
remarks are not off the cuff, as they 
seem, but carefully calculated He is 
trying, they believe, to push the 
recalcitrant Israelis into an un­ 
desirable agreem ent 
Even the 
president's staunchest Jewish sup­ 
e rio rs are upset over his endorse­ 
ment of a homeland for the Palesti­ 
nians He also suggested pointedly 
that Israel should withdraw from 
m ost of th e c a p tu re d A rab 
territories.

Congress shut 
out of pacts 


WASHINGTON (NEA) - Although Congress is belated­ 
ly reclaiming its constitutional authority to act in 
partnership with the president in determining foreign 
policy, too little attention is being paid to a 1972 law which 
could further simplify that task. 
The statute requires that when the executive branch of 
the United States government enters into any inter­ 
national agreement, a copy of that document must be 
transmitted to Congress within 60 days after it takes ef- 
foot 
There never should have been any need for the law 
because the Constitution is quite explicit in stating that 
the president "shall have the power, by and with the ad­ 
vice and consent ot the Senate, to make treaties, pros id<'d 
two-thirds of the senators present concur . . . " 
But the 1960s and early 1970s saw the rapid growth of an 
item which evaded the obvious intent of that language — 
"executive agreements" signed by the president but 
withheld from Congress on the grounds that they 
technically weren't treaties. 
The 1972 law designed to remedy that situation was 
sponsored by Sen Clifford P. Case, R-N J., the ranking 
minority member of the Senate Foreign Relations Com­ 
mittee, and Rep. Clement J. Zablocki, D-Wis , chairman 
of the House International Relations Committee 
A study conducted by the Senate committee provides 
striking evidence of what Case has described as 
marked failure by the executive branch last year to com­ 
ply with" the law 
Specifically, 440 agreements were forwarded to 
Congress in 1976, but 171 of them were late. That s a 39 
per cent delinquency rate — and 8 per cent of the docu­ 
ments were sent to Capitol Hill more than a year late. 
The situation has deteriorated further this year. In 
May, the Senate committee received a copy of an agree­ 
ment with West Germany which had been in force since 
December 1974 — more than two years before Congress 
was allowed to examine it. 
The committee’s analysis doesn’t even include secret 
agreements which are never sent to Congress. Among the 
notable items in that category are former President 
Richard M Nixon's communications with the govern­ 
ments of North and South Vietnam at the close of the war 
in Indochina. 
Two letters sent by Nixon to the Saigon government, m 
November 1972 and January 1973. didn’t surface until Sen 
Henry M. Jackson. D-Wash., publicly complained in April 
1975 about the "secret agreements.” 
In February 1973, Nixon sent a message to the Hanoi 
government which specifically listed "the principles 
which will govern United States participation in the 
postwar reconstruction of North Vietnam." 
That document suggested that this country was 
prepared to provide "$3 25 billion of grant aid over five 
years" plus another $1 billion or $15 billion in ‘other 
forms of aid." 
The Nixon commitment also noted that the aid program 
would be implemented by this country "in accordance 
with its own constitutional provisions. " As the graduate 
of any high school civics course knows, that means the 
money had to be authorized and appropriated by 
Congress 
But Nixon never even revealed to Congress the ex­ 
istence of the commitment 
A delegation of House 
members first heard about it during a December 1975 
visit to Hanoi, and Rep Lester L Wolff, D-N.Y., spent 
months after returning to Washington in a search for the 
document 
"I knew that an agreement existed, but there were no 
copies in the State Department files. Then 1 was told it 
was in Nixon's sealed files I kept scrounging around and 
finally found a copy,’’ recalls Wolff 
"It's an utterly incredulous situation," adds Wolff

HOLLYWOOD (N EA ) - 
Four years ago, “ The Ex- 
orcist” came out and peo­ 
ple began to worry about 
Linda Blair’s sanity. 
After all, she was only a 
poor little 14-year-old — 13 
when she actually shot the 
picture — and doing that 
sort of craziness was bound 
to force the poor child over 
the edge There was some 
question about whether or 
not she could make it into 
puberty w ithout psy­ 
chiatric help 
W ell, it’s four years 
later. Linda Blair is 18 
She’s lost her 14-year-old 
plumpness, her 14-year-old 
cuteness and her 14-year- 
old innocence. But she 
seems to be remarkably 
well-adjusted and there is 
no outward sign of her hav­ 
ing gone bananas 
In fact, she’s back again 
as Regan, the demon- 
possessed girl she played 
in “ The Exorcist.” This 
time, they’re calling it 
“ E x o r c is t 
I I : 
The 
Heretic,” and Regan has a 
whole different set of 
problems. 
“ The two films are real­ 
ly two different stories." 
Linda says. “ This second 
one could have been made 
without the first one being 
made, it’s so different. I 
play Regan, the same girl, 
four years later. And she's 
a perfectly normal girl, ex­ 
cept she has these psychic 
powers and really weird 
dreams. 
“ The thing is. there's a 
piece of the demon s mind 
left inside her.” 
Anyhow. 
Regan may 
have really weird dreams, 
but Linda Blair doosn t. 
landa has had no ill effects 
from her experience at all 
She admits that perhaps 
some teen-age girls could 
have been shook up, doing 
the things she did in “ The 
Exorcist.” but she says it 
never gave her a moment s 
concern. 
“ It had no effect at all.”

camera, and there were 
people and lights and all 
that.

My mind 
was never on what I was 
doing at the studio. 
" I know some people 
might have had problems. 
Some people could think 
about what was happening 
and some people might 
have been affected by it 
But to me it was just a job. 
It was what 1 was supposed 
to be doing, so it was what 
I was doing.” 
Even seeing the finished 
film didn’t unnerve her or 
disturb her composure 
“ 1 saw it first at a 
screening in New York.” 
she says. “ It was the first 
real thing I ’d done and 1 
started crying. I just 
couldn't believe that was 
me up there.

watched myself acting,

“ I feel I ’m improving,',’ 
she says. “ Each role I ve 
done has been a bit more 
d iffic u lt. 
I ’m 
never 
satisfied, but I ’m improv­ 
ing. I ’ll never be good 
enough — but every 
actress feels that way.” , 
Until 
“ The Exorcisti’.’ 
acting was just something 
to do. It all started for 
Linda, back home in Con­ 
necticut. when she was six-. 
She modelled, she ap­ 
peared on commercials. 
She had bit parts in a cou­ 
ple of movies when she was 
10. 
“ The Exorcist’ came 
along.” she says, “ just 
when I had about decided 
to give it all up. At the 
time, I felt it wasn t 
anything I wanted to pur­ 
sue. it was just something 
that 1 did But ‘The Exor­ 
cist’ was the first, like 
acting thing I did and you 
might say the bug bit me ’ 


She’s finished with 
school She graduated from 
high school and never had 
any desire to go on 4o 
college.

Housing costs going 
sky high in Caracas

CARACAS, Venezuela 
(AP) — Skyrocketing hous­ 
ing costs in the capital of 
this oil-rich country have 
outstripped even the rapid­ 
ly rising price of a barrel 
of crude Recent arrivals 
among the American and 
European business com­ 
munity find themselves 
paying prices that have 
more than doubled in the 
past few years. 
U.S. businessmen are 
competing with the Euro­ 
peans and Venezuelans not 
only in the petrodollar- 
fueled economic boom but 
in the search for a place to 
live. 
The benchmark grade of 
crude oil that sold for 15 12 
a barrel in October 1973 is 
now 
pric ed 
by 
the 
Organization of Petroleum 
E x p o rtin g 
C ountries 
(OPEC) at $12.70 a barrel 
Venezuela is a founding 
member of OPEC and a 
major oil supplier to the 
United States and Canada 
By comparison, three- 
bedroom a p a rtm en ts 
advertised for under $350 
rent monthly in the Palos 
Grande residential area in 
the east of the city in 
January 1973 are now hard 
to find And those that are 
advertised carry a price 
tag of $935-$l ,280 a month 
Neither the price nor the 
escalation in this example 
are extreme. 
The situation has forced 
foreign firms and embas­ 
sies to increase their hous­ 
ing allowances substantial­ 
ly. Some have instituted 
their own house-hunting 
service, while others have 
1 
turned to real-estate agen- 
• 
cies. 
One rental firm catering 
to 
foreigners 
recently 
placed this advertisement: 
“ Seeking apartments or 
half-houses for rent for JO 
North American families 
in residential zones in the

east. Maximum monthly

! 
$1.870.” 
Weikko Forsten, the U S. 
Embassy s administrative 
officer, said the embassy 
had about doubled its hous­ 
ing allowance since the 
price spiral began in 
earnest in 1973 
The annual allowance for 
lower-level personnel 
in­ 
cluding secretaries and 
junior officers, has risen 
since then from $3 440 to 
$8,700, he said, while that 
for the most senior grades 
has gone from $8.600 to 
$12,200 
Those figures are for 
couples without children, 
Forsten said, adding that 
employes w ith more 
dependents get from 10 to 
30 per cent additional 
He said that despite a 
series of increases and the 
addition in the past few 
months of the dependents 
percentage, the embassy s 
allowance was still behind 
the rate of inflation He ad 
ded that he e x p e c te d at 
least two more increases 
before the end of this year, 
Mary Black of Rent n 
Sell, one of four firms that 
advertise daily in both 
English and Spanish said 
*he had hundreds of clients 
but only few properties to 
show than “ Last month, 
for instance, we had about 
35 to 40 rentals,” she said 
“ We could be renting 150 to 
200 apartment and houses a 
month if we had them 
She said the average price 
for the apartments her 
firms rent is somewhere 


between $815 and $1,500. 
“ But there are so few 
houses available that it’s 
hard to tell. 
One of the problems is 
that Caracas, unlike some 
other growing cities, can’t 
sprawl. It is 3,000 feet up in 
a coastal mountain range 
and hemmed in by sur­ 
rounding peaks. 
Foreign firms that move 
employes into Caracas 
provide them with housing 
subsidies ranging 
from

reimbursement for 
whatever 
housing the 
employe can find to fixed 
sums, often based on 
salary or rank 
An official at the Bank of 
America said the firm ’s 70 
or so employes transferred 
here from overseas — 
most from the United 
States — were now paying 
an average of $1,285 a 
month. 
Citibank deducts from its 
re im b u r s e m e n t 
to 
employes an amount the 
bank feels the person con­ 
cerned would spend for 
housing in New York City, 
an official of the New 
York-headquartered com­ 
pany said. 
He gave an example 
showing that the bank 
would 
r e im b u r s e 
a 
married employe with a 
salary of $20.000 a year for 
housing that cost a max­ 
im um of about $820 
monthly, but would deduct 
from that amount the $350 
it felt the couple would 
spend on housing In the 
New York area. 
The problem of soaring 
rents and scarce housing 
here is primarily a result 
of a rapidly growing urban 
population, limits imposed 
by the surrounding moun­ 
tains and the influx at oil 
wealth, which has created 
an expanding middle and 
upper class that demands 
luxury housing. 
The 
p o p u la tio n 
of 
Caracas was officially 
given as 2.18 million in 
1971. Accurate current 
figures are not available, 
but estimates by responsi 
ble officials range from 2 8 
million to just over 3 
million 
Perhaps a million live in 
the “ ranchitos” — ran­ 
domly shaped dwellings 
that range from substan­ 
tial concrete-block homes 
to lean-tos of wood and 
metal panels They com­ 
pete for space with luxury 
apartment houses up to the 
government-decreed 
“ Green Zone’’ on the 
mountain barrier to the 
north and cover the hills 
and smaller peaks to the 
south. 
Apart menu in these lux­ 
ury buildings are usually 
spacious affairs of two to 
four bedrooms Must have 
an additional small room 
and bath off the kitchen 
that is intended for a maid 
and many of those on the 
hillsides have views to 


m a t c h the astronomical 
prices. 
The prices themselves, 
coupled with the scarcity 
of available housing, would 
appear less a deterrent to 
foreign businessmen than a

IGNACIO. Colo. (AP) -

to make peace.

The Indians will 
smoke peace pipes, ex­ 
change handshakes and 
dance the ritual dances 
that go unperformed for 
generations 


The Southern Utes and 
Comanches. 
cousins by 
language and custom, had 
been at war for more than 
a century in the late 1870s 
when they gathered to 
make peace at a Comanche 
meeting ground on what is 
now the West Texas pan­ 
handle. 
Led by Southern Ute 
Chief Buckskin Charlie and 
Comanche Chief Quannah 
Parker, the two groups 
agreed they were tired of 
fighting. The decimation of 
the buffalo herds had left 
little to fight over. 


But the meeting was dis­ 
rupted when someone — no 
one knows who — fired a 
shot. The tribes resumed 
their fighting. 


They have not actually 
fought for decades, but 
tribal leaders made cer­ 
tain 
th a t 
th e ir 
d e ­ 
scendants knew they were 
technically at war. 


P e r r y 
H e a th , 
an 
Oklahoma Comanche who 
works on the Southern Ute 
reservation here for the 
Bureau of Indian Affairs, 
learned of the state of war 
from a Ute tribal coun­ 
cilman who heard it from 
Antonio Buck, the son of 
Buckskin Charlie. 
Heath confirmed the 
story with Comanche tribal 
leaders in Oklahoma, and 
they said they were willing 
to discuss a peace treaty. 
The two tribes met last 
year in Oklahoma and 
agreed to conclude the 
process this year 
“We want to do this for 
the sake of our young 
people,” said Heath. 
As a result, this reserva­ 
tion headquarters town, 
population 800. will hold as 
many as 5,000 people this 
week — Utes. Comanches.
